1. AS OF 2015 Z BEIRUT IS VERY QUIET. PRESIDENT FRANGIE EXTENDED 
PERIOD OF CEASE- FIRE FROM 1730 Z TO 1830 Z TO ALLOW MORE TIME TO 
TRY AND REACH AGREEMENT WITH FEDAYEEN. TONY FRANGIE TELLS US THAT 
TALKS UNDERWAY TO FORM JOINT ARMY- FEDAYEEN COMMITTEES TO ENFORCE 
CEASE- FIRE AND DETERMINE WHO IS RESPONSIBLE FOR FIRINGS LIKE 
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THOSE OF NIGHT MAY 7. TONY MODERATELY OPTIMISTIC THAT FEDAYEEN 
WILL COME TO TERMS WITH GOL, QUIET IN CITY IS GOOD SIGN. 

2. ULTIMATUM WHICH FRANGIE HAD EARLIER DELIVERED TO FEDAYEED 
BUT THEY FAILED TO COMPLY WITH CONCERNED SURRENDER OF WEAPONS 
SUCH 

AS ROCKETS AND MORTARS AND OTHER ARMS CAPABLE OF FIRING RELATIVELY 
LONG DISTANCES AND DOING DAMAGE TO AIRPORT. CIVILIAN TARGETS, 

ETC. HIS ARGUMENT WAS THAT THESE NOT RPT NOT NEEDED FOR DEFENSE 
OF CAMPS BUT ARE TANTAMOUNT TO OFFENSIVE WEAPONS UNDER EXISTING 
CONDITIONS. 

3. WE UNABLE REACH KEY MILITARY CONTACTS ( KANAAK IS UNDOUBTEDLY 
NEGOTIATING WITH FEDAYEEN) BUT TONY FRANGIE SAYS THERE IS NO RPT
